Another story is that on the 
evening in question at the Club mentioned 
Bennett received a dispatch from a Cairo cor­ 
respondent stating that he had received a 
visit from an Envoy of the Mahdi with im ­ 
portant news regarding Chinese Gordon, and 
that the latter was siiii alive and kept a close 
prisoner; that the new Mahdi, by reason of 
liis reverses at Kordopan and the Bahr Al.and 
his loss of the province of Darfur,was willing 
to ransom Gordon for 1,000,000 francs. The 
next few days Bennett made arrangements 
for tiie trip and for the payment of the vast 
sum mentioned, and with an intimate friend 
set out for Egypt.

WORK OF THE LEGISLA TURE. 


T he num ber of bills introduced in the Leg ­ 
islature at its last session w as 1,9 7 9 . of which 
1,250 were presented iu the A ssem bly and i29 
in the Senate. 
T w o hundred and eig hty- 
eig ht of these have become law s, and 38 4 are 
in the Governor’s hands. 
H ence about two- 
thirds of the bills failed of passage. 
T he 
roost im portant measures of the session were 
the ballot reform bill, the hig h license bill, 
the Veddcr liquor tax bill, the prison reform 


bill and the com pulsory education bill. 
The 
Governor has vetoed the first on the list and 
w ill probably kill the second and third w ith 
a pocket veto. 
T he Fassett prison reform 
bill has already been explained in these col­ 
um ns. 
T he Governor is expected to approve 
it. 
T he education bill requires all children 
between the ages of seven and eleven years to 
attend school during all the tim e the schools 
nrc in session, and children between eleven 
and fourteen years to attend at least fourteen 
w eeks in each year. 
Teachers of other than 
the state schools m ust receive 
authority 
from the officers in charg e of the pub­ 
lic 
schools. 
The 
D em ocratic 
members 
opposed this bill, and it is possible that the 
Governor w ill allow it to die. 
Leg islation in 
regard 
to the treatment 
of 
the insane 
was 
disposed 
of 
bv 
the 
defeat 
of 
the 
bill 
providing 
for 
state 
instead 
of county supervision, and the passage of a 


bill to create a triple instead of a sing le com 
m ission on lunacy, to consist of a physician, 
a law yer and a business man. 
The bill has 
been sig ned and the com m ission appointed. 
Early in the session Mr. H ag g erty iutro 
duced a constitutional am endm ent to provide 
for the election of tw o additional Suprem e 
Court J udg es in the second district, w hich 
includes Long Island and the counties of the 
low er H udson. 
Y esterday this amendment 
was chang ed to provide for the election o 
tw o additional J udg es in the first and second 
districts, and one in each of the other dis 
tricts, from the third to the eig hth inclusive. 
T he creation of a second Court of Appeals, 
by w hich seven J udg es were taken from the 
Suprem e ltench. made this action necessary 
It must be passed upon by another Legisla 


ture before it can go to the people. 
T he annual tax rate is fixed 
at 
3.52 
m ills, 
ag ainst 2.6 2 last year. 
T his is 
large increase, and on the basis of last year’s 
valuation w ould raise the tax from $9 ,08 9 , 
303.8 6 to $12,211,58 3.8 1. 
Ulster county’s 
tax on the same valuation w ould l» e increased 
from $6 6 ,6 4 9 .9 7 to $8 9 ,54 5. 
T he increase is 


due to a variety of causes. 
Idleness at the 
prisons has caused a big deficiency; the ap 
propriations for armories have la-en liberal 
six new Norm al Schools have been provided 
for; the W ashing ton centennial took a large 
sum ; it w ill require $100,000 to carry the 
com pulsory education law into effect; the 
prison reform bill w ill require $500,000 for 
the same purpose; canal expenditures foot up 
about $1.500.000, and about $4 00,000 g oes to 
repairs and im provem ents upon the new Cap 
itol. 
W hile none of these expenditures can 
be called dishonest, the Leg islature is not 
lik ely 
to 
be 
charg ed 
with 
parsi 
m ony, esp ecially in dealing w ith N orm al 
School 
and 
armory 
schem es. 
T he 
tax 
payers, w ho have been looking for som e re 
lief to their pockets through the new devices 
for raising revenue, such as the corporation 
collateral inhcri;ance, pool and other special 
taxes, w ill wonder w hy state expenses alway 
keep ahead of the g ains. 
T hese special taxes 
broug ht into the Treasury last year the im 
portaut sum of $1,7 7 2,57 8 .9 4 . 
W e find no 
occasion to revise the opinion already ex 
pressed that a g ood m any of the retiring 
m embers of both houses and iioth parlies 
w ill receive invitations at the next election 
to remain at hom e. 
N ot since 18 7 5 have the 


state taxes been so large. 


the nam es of those w hose seats are contested, 
for every member ag ainst whom —notice of 
contest has been filed is a D em ocrat. 
The 
only contest proposed by a D em ocrat against 
Republican wgp iu the fourth district of 
C onnecticut, and this has been withdrawn- 
F ifteen Republicans w ill dispute the rig ht of 
D em ocrats to the certificates they hold, and 
w ith one exception these are from the South. 
But w ith a Democrat in every seat, and the 
acant places of the tw o dead Dem ocrats 
filled, the Republicans w ill still have a m a­ 
jority of three on Gen. Clark's roll. 
T h e rules of the H ouse, prepared by D em o­ 
cratic majorities, g ive great latitude to fili­ 
bustering schem es, and m ay be em ployed to 
d elay leg islation. 
But to undertake to pre- 
ent the organization ot 
the H ouse, as is 
threatened, w ould be to com e dang erously 
near to the border land of revolution. 
T his

WORK OF THE LEGISLATURE. 


The number of bills introduced in the Leg­ 
islature at its lust session was 1,978. of which 
1,250 were presented in the Assembly and 729 
In the Senate. 
Two hundred and eighty- 
eight of these have U-come laws, and 1184 arc 
in the Governor’s hands. 
Hence about two- 
thirds of the bills failed of passage. 
The 
most important measures of the session were 
the ballot reform bill, the high license bill, 
the Veddcr liquor tax bill, the prison reform 
bill and the compulsory education bill. 
The 
Governor has vetoed the first on the list and 
will probably kill the second and third with 
a pocket veto. 
The Kassctt prison reform 
bill has already Wen explained in these col­ 
umns. 
The Governor is expected to approve 
it. 
The education bill requires all children 
between the ages of seven and eleven years to 
attend school during all the time the schools 
arc in session, and children la-twccn eleven 
and fourteen years to attend nt least fourteen 
weeks in each year. 
Teachers of other than 
the state schools must receive authority 
from the officers in charge of the pul>- 
lic 
schools. 
The 
Democratic 
memla-rs 
opposed this bill, and it is possible that the 
Governor will allow it to die. 
Legislation in 
regard to the treatment 
of 
the insane 
was 
disposed 
of 
bv 
tho 
defeat 
of 
the 
bill 
providing 
for 
state 
instead 
of county supervision, and the passage of a 
bill to create a triple instead of a single com­ 
mission on lunacy, to consist of a physician, 
a lawyer and a business man. 
The bill has 
been signed anil the commission appointed. 
Early in the session Mr. Haggerty iutro 
ductal a constitutional amendment to provide 
for the election of two additional Supreme 
Court Judges in the second district, which 
includes l^ong Island and the counties of the 
lower Hudson. 
Yesterday this amendment 
was changed to provide for the election of 
two additional Judges in the first and second 
districts, and one in each of the other dis 
tricts, from the third to the eighth inclusive. 
The creation of a second Court of Appeals, 
by which seven Judges were taken from the 
Supreme In-nch. made this action necessary. 
It must be passed upon by another Legisla 
turn before it can go to the people. 
The annual tax rate is fixed 
at 3.52 
mills, against 2.62 last year. 
This is 
large increase, and on the basis of last year’s 
valuation would raise the tax from $9,<is9, 
308.K6 to $12,211,5*8.81. 
lister county's 
tax on the same valuation would lie increased 
from $66,649 97 to $*9,545 
The increase Is 
due to a variety of causes. 
Idleness at the 
prisons has caused a big deficiency; the ap­ 
propriation* for armories have Iteen liberal; 
six new Normal Schools have been provided 
for; the Washington centennial took a large 
sum; it will require $100,000 to carry the 
compulsory education law into effect; the 
prison reform bill w ill require $500,OOO for 
the same purpose; canal expenditures foot up 
about $1,500,000, and ntwut $400.0<H» goes to 
repairs and improvements upon the new Cap­ 
itol.

A N EXTRA OR DI NA R Y PERFORM A X I E. 


Chief Justice Fuller’s daughter Pauline, 
familiarly known aud greatly la-loved in the 
family as No. 4, caused a national sensation 
of the milder sort last winter by eloping to 
Milwaukee while on a visit to Chicago, and 
marrying 
a young man named Aubrey 
tbrough the kind offices of a Justice of the 
Peace. 
The matter wa* nearly forgotten 
when, a few days ago, the young bride bad 
the misfortune to be swindled by a confidence 
operator. 
The fellow called upon her at the 
house of her father iii law in Chicago, and 
introduced himself as an appruisi-r of cub 
toms, 
lie informed her that there was at the 
custom house a box of vases consigned to 
her from Paris, and that, because of bls 
friendship for lier father who had assisted 
him in obtaining a position, he would give 
her a receipt in full on the payment to him of 
$H .9H, which was just one half the actual 
charge 
of 
duty 
on 
the 
imporla 
tion. 
Mr*. 
Aubrey 
Informed 
him 
that she bad only $5 in her purse, w hereup­ 
on he told her that he would accept that sum, 
give her a receipt in full, and instruct the de­ 
livery clerk to collect the remaining $9.98 
when the goods were placed in her posses­ 
sion. 
The vases were to be sent to her the 
next morning. 
As several mornings passed 
w ithout their apparance, the Aubrey house­ 
hold became suspicious of a confidence game, 
and a call was made at the custom house. 
There it was learned that no vases had come 
from Paris, and also that the friend of the 
Chief Justice was not employed there. 
Mrs. 
Aubrey w as out $5, though the experience 
may be worth that amount to her. 
The as­ 
tonishing part of tile disclosure is her readi­ 
ness to save $14.9* by defrauding the gov­ 
ernment, a better “ friend of her father” than 
any petty official could lie, of half its lionest 
dues. 
The circumstance can only be ex­ 
plained on the theory that among the Chief 
Justice’s numerous daughters there might 
probably have been one who failed to “ catch 
on " to his instructions in the principles of 
common honesty.

But with a Democrat in every scat, and the 
vacant places of the two dead Democrats 
filled, the Republicans will still have a ma­ 
jority of three on Gen. Clark's roll. 
The rules of the House, prepared by Demo­ 
cratic majorities, give great latitude to fili­ 
bustering schemes, and may lie employed to 
delay legislation.

WORK OF THE LEGISLATURE. 


The num ber of bills introduced in the Leg­ 
islature at its last session was I,9i9. of which 
1,850 were presented in the Assembly and 729 
in the Senate. 
Two hundred and eighty- 
eight of these have become laws, and 384 arc 
in the Governor’s hands, 
lienee about two- 
thirds of the bills failed of passage. 
The 
most im portant measures of the session were 
the ballot reform bill, the high license bill, 
the Veddcr liquor tax bill, the prison reform 
bill and the compulsory education bill. 
The 
Governor has vetoed the first on the list and 
will probably kill the second and third with 
a pocket veto. 
The Fassett prison reform 
bill has already been explained in these col­ 
umns. 
The Governor is expected to approve 
it. 
The education bill requires all children 
between the ages of seven and eleven years to 
attend school during all the time the schools 
arc in session, and children between eleven 
and fourteen years to attend at least fourteen 
weeks in each year. 
Teachers of other than 
the state schools m ust receive 
authority 
from the officers in charge of the pub­ 
lic 
schools. 
The 
Democratic 
members 
opposed this bill, and it is possible that the 
Governor will allow it to die. 
Legislation in 
regard to the treatm ent 
of 
the insane 
was 
disposed 
of 
by 
the 
defeat 
of 
the 
bill 
providing 
for 
state 
instead 
of county supervision, and the passage of a 
bill to create a triple instead of a single com ­ 
mission on lunacy, to consist of a physician, 
a lawyer and a business man. 
The bill has 
been signed and the commission appointed. 
Earlv in the session Mr. Haggerty intro­ 
duced a constitutional am endm ent to provide 
for the eUction of two additional Supreme 
Court Judges in the second district, which 
includes Long Island and the counties of the 
lower Hudson. 
Yesterday this amendment 
was changed to provide for the election of 
two additional Judges in the tirstand second 
districts, and one in each of the other dis­ 
tricts, from the third to the eighth inclusive. 
The creation of a second Court of Appeals, 
by which seven Judges were taken from the 
Supreme liencli. made this action necessary. 
It must be passed upon by another Legisla 
ture before it can go to the people. 
The annual tax rate is fixed 
at 3.52 
mills, against 2.62 last year. 
This is a 
large increase, and on the basis of last year’s 
valuation would raise the tax from $9,089,- 
303.86 to $12,211,5*3.81. 
Ulster county’s 
tax on the same valuation would be increased 
from $66,649.97 to $89,545. 
The increase is 
due to a variety of causes. 
Idleness at the 
prisons has caused a big deficiency; the ap­ 
propriations for armories have been liberal; 
six new Normal Schools have been provided 
for; the W ashington centennial took a large 
sum; it will require $100,000 to carry the 
compulsory education law into effect; the 
prison reform bill will require $500,000 for 
the same purpose; canal expenditures foot up 
about $1,500.000. and about $400.000 goes to 
repairs and improvements upon the new Cap­ 
itol. 
W hile none of these expenditures can 
be called dishonest, the Legislature is not 
likely 
to 
be 
charged 
with 
parsi­ 
mony, especially in dealing with N orm al 
School and 
arm ory 
schemes. 
The 
tax ­ 
payers, who have been looking for some re­ 
lief to their pockets through the new devices 
for raising revenue, suchas the corporation, 
collateral inheri:ance, pool and other special 
taxes, will wonder why state expenses always 
keep ahead of the gains. 
These special taxes 
brought into the Treasury last year the im ­ 
portant sum of $1,772,578.94. 
We find no 
occasion to revise the opinion already e x ­ 
pressed that a good m any of the retiring 
members of both houses and 'ooth parties 
will receive invitations at the next election 
to remain at home. 
N ot since 1875 have the 
state taxes been so large. 


the names of those whose seats are contested, 
for every member against whota—ttoUce of 
contest has been filed is a Democrat. 
The 
only contest proposed by a Democrat against 
a Republican tvqp in the fourth district of 
Connecticut, and this has been withdrawn- 
Fifteen Republicans will dispute the right of 
Democrats to the certificates they hold, and 
w ith one exception these are from the South. 
B ut with a Democrat in every seat, and the 
vacant places of the two dead Democrats 
filled, the Republicans will still have a m a­ 
jority of three on Gen. Clark's roll. 
The rules of the House, prepared by Dem o­ 
cratic majorities, give great latitude to fili­ 
bustering schemes, and may be employed to 
delay legislation. 
But to undertake to pre­ 
vent the organization of the House, as is 
threatened, would be to come dangerously 
near to the border land of revolution. 
T his 
is a republic, and the foundation principle of 
the government is the will of the m ajority. To 
thw art that will is, in the well understood 
view of President Harrison,revolution,and he 
w ould feel justified in usiug all the powers 
vested in him as the executive head of the 
civil 
authority 
and 
the 
commander 
in-chief of the arm y, to maintain the consti­ 
tutional right of the m ajority. 
This tru th is 
likely to penetrate the brains of the brag 
garts in time to save them from the eonse 
quences of their threats. 
W hen Gen. Grant was President the Pern 
ocrats did not talk of revolutionary proceed­ 
ings. 
Mr. Tilden told his friends in 1877, 
when he was approached on the subject of 
taking 
the 
oath 
of 
office 
and 
pro­ 
claim ing himself President, that the scheme 
would fail because a 
great soldier was 
in the Presidency. 
General Harrison may 
not have been as great a military leader as 
G rant, but he has G rant’s courage, firmness 
patriotism, and enough military experience 
to deal with revolutionists. 
If those who 
make their threats do not know this now they 
will know it hereafter. 
The Fifty-first Con­ 
gress will be organized peacefully, lawfully, 
and the minority will take its proper place.

A N EXTRAORDINARY PERFORMANCE. 


Chief Justice F uller’s daughter Pauline, 
fam iliarly known and greatly beloved In the 
family as No. 4, caused a national sensation 
of the m ilder sort last w inter by eloping to 
Milwaukee while on a visit to Chicago, and

through the kind offices of a Justice of the 
Peace. 
The m atter was nearly forgotten 
when, a few days ago, the young bride had 
the misfortune to be swindled by a confidence 
operator. 
The fellow called upon her at the 
house of her father-in-law in Chicago, and 
introduced himself as an appraiser of cus­ 
toms. 
He informed her that there was at the 
custom house a box of vases consigned to 
her from Paris, and that, because of his 
friendship for her father who had assisted 
him in obtaining a position, he would give 
her a receipt in full on the payment to him of 
$14.98, which was just one half the actual 
charge 
of 
duty 
on 
the 
im porta­ 
tion. 
Mrs. 
Aubrey 
informed 
him 
that she had only $5 in her purse, w hereup­ 
on he told her that he would accept that sum , 
give her a receipt iu full, and instruct the de­ 
livery clerk to collect the remaining $9.98 
when the goods were placed in her posses­ 
sion. 
T he vases were to be sent to her the 
next morning. 
As several mornings passed 
w ithout their appearance, the Aubrey house­ 
hold became suspicious of a confidence game, 
and a call was made at the custom house. 
There it was learned that no vases had com e 
from Paris, and also that the friend of the 
Chief Justice was not employed there. 
Mrs. 
Aubrey was out $5, though the experience 
may be worth that am ount to her. 
The as­ 
tonishing part of the disclosure is her readi­ 
ness to save $14.98 by defrauding the gov­ 
ernm ent, a better “ friend of her father’’ than 
any petty official could he, of half its lronest 
dues. 
The circum stance can only be ex­ 
plained on the theory that among the Chief 
Justice’s num erous daughters there m ight 
probably have been one who failed to “ catch 
on ” to his instructions in the principles of 
common honesty.

It is doubtless one 
ot the fruits of universal suffrage, a system 
which produces much evil but more good 
The stronghold of the dram-shop is in our 
cities, where the lnrge foreign population is 
its main reliance. The liquor dealer first 
invaded the Board of Aldermen. He found 
that this advance made him a local leader 
nnd that his bar-room became the bead 
quarters for the ward politicians of his 
neighborhood. Thus his influence increased 
his business. Soon he would aspire with his 
fellows to dictate to the Excise nnd Police 
Commissioners, who are charged with the duty 
of maxing him observe the law. The Legis 
lature has power to make the excise laws 
more or less stringent, and consequently Ihe 
saloon-keepers found an especial advantage 
in electing their own men as members. For 
many years the gin-shop has domineered over 
our great cities. Our City population lias in 
creased much more rapidly than that of the 
rural districts, and the rum power has at last 
been tempted in various parts of the country 
to seize, or endeavor to seize, the control of 
our State Government.”
